MILLION WORKMEN IN SPAIN 


ARE ON VERGE OF STARVATION 


MADRID, March 28—The inability of thousands of workmen in An- 


dalusian and Eastern provinces to obtain food has been responsible for 
considerable rioting in these districts, and tears are entertained that 
more serious trouble will result. The prolonged drought has wrought 
havoc with agriculture in these provinces, and enormous damage has 
been done. It is estimated that nearly 1,000,000 workmen are without 
food. Driven to desperation by the. dread of starvation, the workmen 
'have threatened to fire the villas and are pillaging farmhouses.

The impression prevalent in some 


military circles that the Japanese 
having removed the possibility of the 
main-army In Manchuria assuming the 
Initiative, will now turn their atten 
tion to the next objective of the war, 
Vladivostok, is strengthened by the 
dispatch from Gunshu Pass announc 
Ing the withdrawal of the Japanese 
from the immediate front of the Rus 
elan army for a distance of 35 miles 
south. It'Is realized, of course, that 
this may be merely a blind, to cover 
flanking Operations; but it is not im- 
probable that the Japanese, having 
cleared southern Manchuria of Rus- 
sian troops and secured a position 
whence expulsion would be a long and 
difficult process, may be satisfied to 
hold the Tie Pass line without further 
extension of "communication. While 
the voice of Emperor Nicholas' ad- 
visers is for peace if honorable terms 
are obtainable, the government, as is 
the part of wisdom, is going forward 
with all provisions for the continu- 
ance of~the war. Preparations are re- 
ported to be making for the mobiliza- 
tion of flve corps. It had been under- 
stood -that the guards would be re- 
tained In St Petersburg, but some of 
the officers of this crack organization 
believe their services have been requi- 
sitioned and are making preparations 
to go to the front 


BIr. McCormick had farewell audi- 


ences of the enlperor and empress at 
Tsarskoe Selo, special permission hav- 
ing been granted him to make his for- 
mal adieu without the presentation of 
his official letters of recall, which 
hare not arrived. This arrangement 
was made in deference to the wish of 
President Roosevelt that Mr. McCor- 
nick-proceed to Paris without delay. 
The ambassador took a train for 
Tsarskoe Selo and was net at the

Third Trial of Actress for

Recorder Goff this morning directed 
.that the trial of Nan Patterson should 
begin on April 10. 


New York, March 28.—The trial of 


Nan Patterson for the murder of 
Caesfcr Young will be begun before 
Recorder Goff in the court of general 
sessions early In April.

Chicago, March 28—With the crack 


of Mayor Harrison's pistol the inaugur- 
al athletic meet of the new Illinois 
Athletic club will be started at tbe col- 
iseum tonight- An indoor meet of such 
gigantic proportions was never before 
attempted In this country, 617 athlets, 
representing 85 organizations of the 
middle west, -being entered m the reg- 
ular events, while 40 relay squads will 
try for cups in the eighty relay events.

Cleveland, O., March 28.—The mo- 


tion filed by-the attorneys of Mrs. 
Cassie Chadwick for a new trial was 
overruled by Judge R. W. Tayler in 
United States court, and sentence was 
imposed at once on the woman. Un- 
less the higher court interferes, Mrs. 
Chadwick will spend the major por- 
tion of the next decade in the Ohio 
penitentiary 
She was convicted on 


seven counts and sentenced upon six 
counts. For four of these counts a 
sentence of two years each was Im- 
posed. Upon two counts a sentence 
of one year each was imposed, making 
a total sentence of 10 years. Mrs. 
Chadwick was not particularly affect- 
ed when informed of her fate, and re- 
marked to the court before sentence 
was pronounced that she had nothing 
to say. 


Attorney J P. Dawley of counsel 


for the convicted woman took ex- 
ceptions to the sentences upon each 
count except the first count The de- 
fense intends to make the claim that 
the court can not impose a separate 
sentence for each count; that the law 
applies to the general charge instead 
of each incident of a general charge 
The various counts of the indictment 
are considered by the defense to refer 
only to details of the general defense. 
This point will also be contested in 
the higher court, as will the other 
point of the Chadwick trial which re- 
sulted in her conviction. Either Judge 
Francis J. Wing or Mr. Dawley will 
go to Cincinnati to make arrange- 
ments lor a review- of the case by the 
United States circuit court of appeals. 
The first step taken by the defense 
will be to ask for a stay of sentence 
until the appeal is tried out 
There 


will be no attempt to execute the sen- 
tence until the defense has bad an op- 
portunity to carry up the case. Mrs. 
Chadwick will be defended to the last 
court. 


No action will be taken by United 


States Attorn»ySulHvaa regarding the 
other six indictments against Mrs. 
Chadwick in the federal court until 
the present case is finally disposed of. 
If the present case and sentence lo 
sustained by th" last court the other 
cases will be dropped, otherwise they 
will be used against the woman. 


Padi cah, Ky., March 28.—By her 


confession yesterday afternoon, Mrs. 
Mary Brockwell branded herself as one 
Of the most inhuman criminals im- 
aginable. For the love of a man, 
George Albritton, a farm-hand, she ad 
mitted murdering three of her four 
little children, an intended killing the 
surviving one. Both the mother and 
Albritton are under arrest. 


Last Friday evening the family, con- 


sisting of Mrs. Brockwell and her four 
children, had cabbage for supper. Ola, 
aged 4, Lillie, aged 3, and Lucy, aged 
9, ate much of the cabbage, while the 
mother and Hazel, the surviving child, 
did not eat any of it. 


After the supper the three children 


became unconscious, and died the fol- 
lowing morning. Suspicion was direct- 
ed toward Mrs. Brockwell. The child- 
ren's stomachs were sent to Louisville 
for an examination. As some of the 
same cabbage was decayed inside 
many believed the mother innocent. 


After a vigorous 'sweating" by De- 


tectives Baker and Moore, Mrs. Brock- 
well confessed yesterday 
afternoon 


that she placed morphine and coal oil 
in the cabbage. The palate of Hazel's 
mouth was sore and she could not eat 
any of it, as the coal oil hurt her 
mouth. 


In her confession Mrs. Brockwell 


said that Albritton suggested the deed, 
promising to marry her after the 
children were out of the way. She ad 
mitted that her insane love for him 
prompted her to commit the atrocious 
crime, which was the most shocking 
ever pereptrated in Paducah. 
After 


her confession she donned a. sunbon^ 
net, and, entering a hack with the de- 
tectives, was driven to police head- 
quarters. A crowd began to assemble 
and she was sent to the county jail. 


At 6 o'clock Albritton was appre- 


hended. He was taken before Chief of 
Police Collins, who questioned him, 
but he denied any connection with the 
case. He also was taken to the coun- 
ty jail. 


Last night Mrs. Brockwell showed 


signs of collapsing, and it as believed 
when she takes the witness stand her 
tory will be the most thrilling and hor- 
rifying ever told in a local court. She 
said: 


"Yes, I killed my children, hut ever 


since I have wished them back." 


Many believe the woman insanely 


in love with Albritton, and they blame 
him for the deed. 
Feeling against 


him is at high tension. She has a hus- 
band in the insane asylum. It is said 
her admiration for other men caused 
bis mind to become affected.

the remains of the pretty little child 
ren lying at Nance & Pool's undertak- 
ing establishment.

SHE IS INSANE 


Thinks Dr. Pendley, Who Will try to

Louisville, Ky., March 28.— Dr. J. W. 


Pendley, the physician who brought 
the stomachs of the three Brockwell 
children from Paducah to this city for 
chemical analysis, when informed that 
the mother of the children has con- 
fessed administering the potion that 
caused their death, said: 


"While it is a great shock to me, I 


maintained all the time that the child- 
ren did no die from ptomaine poisons 
in the cabbage, as was the contention 
of many. 


"It was an unnatural crime, and I 


don't sec how the woman could have 
been In her right mind to have com- 
mitted such a deed. 


"The three little girls were all beau-

ALABAMA QUAIL 


Brought to Ohio and Liberated—New 


Method Proves That They Will 


Stay Here. 


Game Warden Porcrfield has com- 


pleted the liberation of 135 Alabama 
quail, secured under the appropriation 
made by the commission by the last 
legislature. 


They 
were liberated at 
different 


places throughout the state in local- 
ities found particularly suitable, and. 
all upon protected land. Nearly 
all 


of them have taken up residence, so 
to speak, where released. 


Heretofore 
experiments 
with, im- 


ported quail have not been particu- 
larly successful, owing to the meth- 
ods employed in liberating them. The 
plan has generally been to loose the 
birds from their boxes in the day- 
time and usually they flew away in 
fright. 
Often they ''became separated. 


In these later experiments the birds 


have been freed in the morning after 
having been kept in captivity several 
days in the heart of the district where 
it was desired to have them become 
located. 
Open wire coops have been 


used for their detention. 


At nigb>. che coops would be opened, 


so t'-ul at daylight the birds might 
•set out to find plenty of food scat- 
tered about the coops. All around in 
the immediate vicinity as well would 
be scattered shocks of fodder for 
roosting places if they wanted to re- 
main. 


It has been found that in this man- 


ner the birds became associated with 
their surroundings very readily and 
seldom leave the vicinity of their lib- 
eration. 
Alabama quail are smaller 


than the native Ohio bird and some- 
what lighter in color. They are ex- 
tremely hardy. 


No further shipments will be re- 


ceived this spring, as the mating sea- 
son now on in the South has-put an 
end to further trapping of the. birds.

As to the first question. The conten- 


tion of some of the defendants, that 
the injunction writ was not

last is shown, I think, by the return 
of the sheriff to be incorrect, the 
weight of the testimony, in other re- 
spects, I think, will be found against 
the proposition. 


Upon the legality 
or illegality of 


this private sale in whatever phaze it 
may arise in the case it depends for 
its solution upon the 
determination 


of whether the advertisement and re- 
ception of bids, which was either 
stopped by the order of the court, or 
voluntarily ended by 'the officers x>f the 
city; was such an 
offering 
of 
the 


bonds at public sale asi under ^the pro- 
visions of Sec. 97 of -fie code- would 
authorize the sale of them at private 
sale. 


I contend, therefore, tfiat the nature 


of a public sale requires that in order 
to complete it, the offer of'sale must 
be held open until. the hammer, falls 
or the sale is frustrated for lack of 
bids. 


The fact afterwards alleged that the 


court dissolved the injunction has no 
pertinence to this inquiry, 
because 


they are not seeking to justify a sale 
of these bonds upon the bids then 
made under the notice then published. 


It is easy to see from this allega- 


tion that the service of the injunction, 
whether before or after noon, stopped 
the sale and the bids were handed 
back to those of the bidders who .were 
present or represented and were by 
them accepted. What became of the 
bids of those not present we are not 
advised. However, all this may be, it 
would seem certain that if this board, 
if I may call it, had authority to hand, 
back the bids or to agree that "the 
bidders might withdraw them and 
consider the sale off they cannot say 
now that there was- an offering at 
public sale, and having so' decided 
there, in their official capacity; they 
cannot now as individuals say other- 
wise.

J. A. Flory's Argument. 


Mr. Jesse Flory, attorney for 


plaintiff, closed the arguments of tho 
afternoon session and in his remarks 
said: 


We claim the bonds should be de- 


clared null and void, and ordered de- 
livered up for cancellation for the rea- 
son that they were not legally issued. 


1. Because these bonds given to 


the defendants, Denison, Prior & Co., 
and Seasongood and Mayer, were not 
authorized by any proceeding of the 
city council. 


2. That the bonds were not offered 


and sold as required by law. 


First—The bonds could be issued 


and sold only by and according to the 
proper ordinance and direction of the 
city council. 
C. 287. 


R. S. Sec. 2835, Ohio M. 


The things required by law to be 


performed by the council, cannot be 
delegated to others. 


There was no authority given to any 


one to sell these bonds except by ad- 
vertisement and public sale and there 
was no powr in these city officers to 
sell and issue the bonds except at pub- 
lic sale, and if the bonds were not dis 
posed of at public sale for want of 
bidders, that fact must be reported to 
the city council aud that body by or 
dinance or resolution authorize their 
sale at private sale. 


Second—The attempt of the officers 


to sell and issue the bonds' at private 
sale was illegal and made tne trans- 
action void. The council could not 
authorize the bonds to be sold and 
officers could not sell the 
bonds at 


private sale until after the bonds had 
been advertised and offered for sale 
at public sale and not sold for want 
of bidders. 


The only manner in waichi bonds 


can be sold is prescribed by Section 
97 of New Code or 2709 of old aud 
1536, 288 and 1536, 289 ot Bates Stat 
ute, both of which are in force. The 
sections required: 


1. The bonds shall be sold to th< 


trustee of the Sinking fund. 
If thej 


refuse to take them. 


2. To be sold to the highest and 


best bidder after thirty days notice 
setting forth among other things, the 
time and place of sale and 


3. When any such bonds have beec 


once so advertised 
and offered 
for 


public sale and remain unsold, then, 
and not until then, can the bonds br 
sold at private sale. The object oi 
this statute is "publicity and competi 
tion." This is not accomplshed by the 
advertising of a public sale, receiving 
bids, and declaring the sale off anc 
handing back the bids as attempted 
in this case. 


What was the use of this advertise 


ment, attracting a large number of 
bidders when all bids were handet' 
back to respective bidders without be 
ing opened; the printing press put tc 
work on Sunday printing bonds, anc 
tb.ese officials, without notice to an} 
person, rushing off to Cleveland, O. 
and selling the bonds at private salt 
befo.re anyone could find 'it out? Sucl 
a proceeding instead of being a com 
pliance was a gross violation of th«
